ABOUT  ORDERS,  SHIPPING,  ETC. 

The  prices  quoted  in  this  list  do  not  include  cost  of  delivery,  which  must  be  paid  by 
the  purchaser.  We  make  no  charge  for  bags,  boxes,  or  packing. 

PARCELS  POST.  Seeds  may  be  sent  cheaply  by  parcels  post.  The  rates  to  any  places 
within  150  miles  of  here  or  Rochester  are  5c  for  one  pound  and  lc  for  each  additional 
pound.  This  includes  all  places  in  New  York  State  west  of  Utica  and  Binghamton, 
except  the  extreme  northern  counties. 

To  places  over  150  and  under  300  miles  the  rate  is  6c  for  the  first  pound  and  2c  for 
each  additional  pound. 

ADD  POSTAGE.  Enough  extra  money  for  postage  must  be  added  to  the  amount  of  the 
order  to  carry  the  package  if  it  is  to  be  sent  by  parcels  post. 

See  rates  and  map  in  our  Retail  Catalogue. 

BY  EXPRESS.  The  express  rates  are  now  a little  lower  than  parcels  post  on  all  lots 
weighing  15  pounds  or  more.  On  smaller  packages  parcels  post  is  cheaper.  Express 
charges  need  not  be  prepaid,  but  parcels  post  must  be. 

BY  FREIGHT.  Lots  weighing  over  100  pounds  will  go  much  cheaper  by  freight  than 
by  express,  but  it  takes  longer  for  freight  to  get  through.  If  seeds  are  wanted  immediately 
and  you  are  willing  to  pay  the  extra  cost  it  is  best  to  have  them  sent  by  express. 

We  give  below  a table  showing  the  approximate  cost  of  sending  seeds  by  express  and 
freight. 

There  is  a minimum  charge  on  all  freight  shipments  no  matter  how  small.  We  have 
given  this  charge  in  the  table  as  well  as  the  regular  rate  per  100  pounds  which  applies  only 
when  the  shipment  weighs  enough  to  make  the  regular  charge  more  than  the  minimum. 
That  is,  the  charge  on  50  pounds  to  Boston  would  be  41c,  but  150  pounds  would  cost  only 
42c  because  the  rate  per  100  pounds  is  271/£c.  The  charge  on  200  pounds  would  be  55c; 
300  pounds  83c,  and  so  on. 

In  the  following  table  we  give  the  express  rate  to  some  of  the  large  cities.  The  rate 
to  places  about  the  same  distance  from  here  would  be  the  same  or  very  nearly  the  same. 

The  freight  charges  given  are  only  approximate  as  they  vary  very  much  to  different 
points  and  on  different  classes  of  freight.

THE  large  and  most  successful  gardeners  are  the  most  particular  in  regard  to  the  seed 
they  use.  They  are  constantly  looking  for  improved  strains,  or  new  varieties 
superior  to  those  commonly  grown. 

In  this  catalogue  we  have  tried  to  give  true  descriptions  of  the  different  varieties  with 
both  their  advantages  and  faults  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  market  grower  who  wants 
to  raise  what  will  sell  to  the  best  advantage. 

Selected  or  Pure-Bred  Strain.  Most  so-called  new  varieties  of  vegetables  are  nearly 
selections  from  well-known  kinds.  If  the  selecting  or  breeding  is  done  intelligently  and 
continued  for  a long  enough  time  to  thoroughly  fix  the  type  desired,  so  there  will  not  be 
much  variation,  the  strain  may  properly  be  considered  a new  variety,  provided  it  differs 
in  some  important  point  from  the  original  stock. 

The  more  important  work  for  a seed  grower  to  do  is  to  keep  improving  the  stocks  of 
standard  varieties,  so  that  there  will  be  as  little  variation  as  possible  from  the  most 
desirable  type.  This  is  no  easy  task.  No  two  plants  or  fruits  are  exactly  alike.  They  are 
constantly  changing  from  year  to  year.  What  the  seed  grower  has  to  do  is  to  select  the 
most  desirable  type  and  try  to  make  the  seed  produce  as  high  a percentage  as  possible  of 
this  type  of  plant  or  fruit. 

Harris’  Seeds  are  not  all  raised  on  our  own  farm — this  would  be  impossible — but  many 
of  the  most  important  varieties  are,  and  the  most  careful  attention  is  given  to  “ breeding  ” 
by  selection.  This  has  been  kept  up  for  many  years  with  the  result  that  we  have  some 
very  fine  strains  that  gardeners  tell  us  are  the  best  they  can  get  anywhere. 

Other  seeds  not  of  our  own  growing  are  grown  for  us  by  men  who  we  have  found 
produce  the  best  strain  of  the  varieties  we  intrust  them  to  raise  for  us.

Some  kinds  contain 
normally  very  few  dead  or  inert  seeds,  while  others  contain  as  much  as  40  or  even  50 
per  cent. 

When  sowing  seeds  it  is  of  great  advantage  to  know  what  percentage  of  the  seeds 
will  grow. 

This  little  label  is  put  on  every  lot  of  seed  (except 

packets)  and  tells  you  what  proportion  of  the 

seeds  germinated  in  our  test  of  this  particular  lot. 

The  test  is  made  in  the  late  fall  and  winter  by  placing  the  seed  in  earth  in  the  green- 
house, or  in  a testing  apparatus,  where  they  are  kept  moist  and  warm  until  they  sprout. 
There  is  no  guess  work  about  it.

We  have  this  variety  of  celery  seed  grown  for  us  by  the  originator  in  France.  The 
seed  raised  for  us  in  1914  did  not  reach  us  until  so  late  last  spring  that  we  sold  but  a small 
quantity  of  it.  We,  therefore,  have  this  seed  to  offer  our  customers  this  season. 

We  have  raised  a crop  of  celery  from  it  and  have  seen  a number  of  crops  raised  from 
the  seed  by  our  customers,  and  can  truly  say  that  we  never  saw  finer  stock.  It  was 
impossible  to  find  any  soft  celery  in  these  crops,  and  hardly  a stalk  of  green  in  a thousand.

This  is  a very  fine  green  celery  for  winter  market  and  many  of  our  customers  have 
depended  upon  us  for  the  seed  for  some  years  past. 

Unfortunately  our  crop  of  seed  the  past  season  was  a failure,  and  as  the  crop  of  1914 
was  also  very  short  we  have  no  seed  left  to  sell  this  season. 

We  told  this  to  one  of  our  customers  this  fall  and  he  remarked,  “ Thank  God,  I have 
enough  seed  for  next  year.” 

We  hope  many  others  who  depend  on  us  annually  for  this  seed  are  equally  fortunate. 

Last  spring  we  got  out  of  our  own  seed  of  French’s  Success  celery  and  procured  a few 
pounds  from  another  seedsman  who  bought  seed  of  us  a few  years  ago  and  has  been  raising 
the  seed  since.  This  seed  was  sold  to  a few  of  our  customers,  and  proved  to  be  far  inferior 
to  our  own  strain  of  this  variety. 

We  have,  therefore,  decided  not  to  buy  any  more  seed, 
but  wait  until  we  can  raise  a crop  ourselves,  so  as  to  be 
sure  it  is  good. 

We  have  a fine  lot  of  celery  that  we  are  storing  this 
winter  and  hope  to  raise  a crop  of  seed  next  season. 

In  place  of  the  French’s  Success  we  can  offer  a first- 
class  green  celery,  “ Kalamazoo.”  This  variety  has  good 
solid,  firm  stalks,  a good  heart  and  blanches  quickly,  but 
does  not  keep  quite  as  long  as  the  French’s  Success.  In 
fact  we  do  not  know  of  any  kind  that  does.  For  prices 
of  Kalamazoo  celery,  see  page  18. 

Chinese  or  “Celery”  Cabbage  (Pe-tsai) 

This  cabbage  from  China  has  become  popular  in  the 
markets  and  is  a profitable  crop.  The  heads  grow  much 
like  very  large  Cos  or  Romaine  lettuce.  The  leaves  have 
very  broad,  thick  mid-ribs  which  blanch  perfectly  white. 
The  heads  grow  from  a foot  to  eight  inches  long  and 
weigh  five  to  eight  pounds. 

Seed  should  not  be  sown  in  the  North  until  after 
July  1,  and  later  farther  South.  If  sown  early  the  cab- 
bage quickly  runs  to  seed  and  is  worthless.  It  is  best  to 
sow  the  seed  in  rows  two  feet  apart  and  thin  the  plants 
to  fifteen  inches  apart.  It  does  best  if  not  transplanted.

There  is  at  present  a strong  demand  for  what  is  called  “ French  Endive  ” in  the  mar- 
kets of  the  larger  cities.  It  has  in  past  years  been  imported  from  France,  but  the  war  has 
nearly  put  an  end  to  that. 

This  so-called  “ Endive  ” is  really  a variety  of  Chicory  called  “ Whitloof  ” and  can  be 
easily  raised  anywhere  in  this  country. 

What  is  sold  is  the  second  growth  from  the  roots  after  the  tops  have  been  cut  off.  If 
kept  covered  so  as  to  keep  light  away  the  new  shoots  will  grow  six  to  ten  inches  long,  per- 
fectly white  and  very  crisp.

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PROTECT  CABBAGE  PLANTS  FROM  MAGGOTS 

The  most  effective  way  to  keep  early  cabbage  and  cauliflower  free  from  maggots  at 
the  roots  appears  to  be  the  tar-paper  pads  or  discs,  which  have  been  used  for  some  years 
on  Long  Island  with  excellent  results. 

The  eggs  which  produce  the  maggots  are  laid  on  the  stems  of  the  plants  by  a little 
fly  about  the  size  of  the  common  house  fly.  When  the  eggs  hatch  the  young  maggots  crawl 
down  to  the  roots  and  there  eat  the  stem  until  the  plant  dies,  or  is  badly  injured. 

It  has  been  found  that  small  discs  or  pads  made  of  tarred  paper  placed  around  the 
stem  of  the  plant  when  set  out  prevent  the  fly  from  laying  the  eggs  on  the  stem  and  thus 
save  the  plant  from  injury. 

The  New  York  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  issued  a bulletin  some  time  ago 
referring  to  experiments  made  with  different  methods  of  protecting  plants  from  the 
maggots.  According  to  this  report  the  tar-paper  pads  proved  by  far  the  most  effective 
method  of  treatment. 

We  quote  below  from  this  bulletin: 

1000  protected  plants  yield  723  marketable  heads. 

1000  check  plants  not  protected  yield  193  marketable  heads. 

Gain  due  to  tar  pads  530  heads. 

The  above-mentioned  cabbage  was  sold  at  8%  cents  per  head. 


Value  of  530  heads  at  8%  cents $44.17 

Cost  of  protecting  1000  plants  with  tarred  papers 1.40 

Net  profit  per  1000  protected  plants $42.77 


Conclusions  from  Experiments  with  Tar  Pads. — The  experiments  briefly  described  have 
shown  that  the  employment  of  tar  pads  is  an  efficient  method  of  reducing  losses  to  early 
cabbage  from  maggots.  The  actual  amount  of  protection  secured  by  this  means  has  varied 
with  different  farms  according  to  the  severity  of  the  attacks  by  this  pest,  but  in  plantings 
where  the  maggots  were  abundant  and  very  destructive  to  untreated  cabbages,  a large 
percentage  of  the  plants  protected  by  card  disks  have  produced  marketable  heads.  This 
method  of  protecting  early  cabbage  is  simple,  and  when  compared  with  the  losses  which 
some  truck  growers  have  sustained  in  certain  trucking  sections,  it  is,  moreover,  quite 
inexpensive.  In  addition  to  actually  reducing  the  number  of  plants  killed  by  the  insects 
another  important  result  of  the  experiments  should  be  noted,  that  tar  pads  have  largely 
prevented  root  injury,  which  though  not  sufficient  to  kill  the  plants  may  be  extensive 
enough  to  retard  growth  and  the  maturing  of  the  cabbages,  so  that  the  crop  fails  to  reach 
the  earliest  market  when  usually  the  highest  prices  prevail.  This  is  an  important  con- 
sideration, which  in  the  past  has  not  been  sufficiently  emphasized  or  really  appreciated  by 
most  truckers. 


HOW  TO  APPLY  THE  TAR  PADS 

The  pads  are  six-sided  pieces  of  heavy  tar  paper,  four  inches  across  with  a slit  from 
one  edge  to  the  center,  and  cross  slits  in  the  center  as  shown  in  the  drawing.  By  means 
of  the  slit  the  pad  is  slipped  around  the  stem  of  the  plant, 
the  center  of  the  pad  being  also  slit  cross-ways  bends  down 
and  fits  closely  around  the  stem. 

Care  must  be  taken  to  press  the  pad  down  close  to  the 
ground  so  the  flies  will  not  get  under. 

But  the  pads  must  not  be  covered  with  earth.  This  would 
almost  entirely  destroy  their  effectiveness. 

Apply  the  pads  the  same  day  the  plants  are  set  out.  If 
this  work  is  delayed  for  a few  days  it  gives  the  flies  a chance 
to  deposit  their  eggs.
